With the outlets barred, squadrons of cavalry and de- 
tachments of infantry, operating from the base near Casas Orandes 
will scour the country to drive the bandit into the open. 


This is the plan military authorities are using to capture the 


peon brigand. 


Villa and his band are moving rapidly among the foot hills of 


Sierra Tarahumares, hotly pursued by three columns of American 
cavalry. Colonel George A. Dodd is directing the movement. 


Villa scattered his command in his flight southward and at 


oae time it was learned today, led onl}- a small force of fifteen or 
twenty men. 
The army censor at Columbus has permitted the in- 


formation to pass that Villa increased liis command at El Valle toy 
forcing thirty-five young men and boys to accompany him. 


Military men here say this indicates that Villa now believes 


thnt lie has successfully eluded his pursuers and is in position to 
:nove a larger 'body of men without fear of capture. Brigadier

' A mortgage of the United Fuel 
Oas company to the New York 
Trust company, shows the author- 
ization by the gas corporation of 
$15,000,000 bonds, $8,087,000 to 
Jneet the obligation of the deed, 
and the remainder for improve- 
ments and extensions to the Uuit- 
pd Fuel company's Kentucky, 
Vest Virginia and Ohio holdings. 


The deed and mortgage were 


filed by Attorney E. G. Altizer, of 
Charleston, about five o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon. 


Mr. Altizer said that the tran- 


saction involves the reorganization 
of the United Fuel Gas company 
and the absorption of the Kan- 
av.hu Gas company, of Kanawha 
county. He said that this is the 
only addition to the capital con- 
trolling the United Fuel corpora- 
tion.

THEORY IN HOSEY GIRL MYSTERY

Coroner J. W. Daehler and Pros- 


ecuting Attorney Jos. T. ilickleth- 
Tsnit both say that as far as they are 
concerned there will be no further 
investigation of the Sfil&rook park 
lake mystery, unless there should be 
some new development*, but Sheriff 
E. W. Smith, who Btill clings strong- 
ly to the foul play theory, aays he is 
rot going to quit and will keep his 
rtes and ears open for any possible 
flues. 


"So, I'm not satisfied that Estella 


Hosay committed suicide, for I can't 
=ce any cause for it," said Sheriff 
Smith, Sunday. 


Coroner Daehler said the suicide 


theory was the most plausible in the 
nbsence of any evidence with which 
to prove murder, for there were no 
marks of violence upon the body. 
The discoloration of one side of the 
luce could have been caused fcy rub- 
ting against some object while in 
the water, and the swollen condition 
of the throat could have been due to 
decomposition of tho body. He de- 
clared, however, that the Millbrook 
park lake "arm," where the girl'g 
body was found February 10th, was 
an unusual place for a suicide. A 
person would hardly select BO narrow 
ft body of water and so close to the 
park entrance and adjacent street,; 
and rather go to the big, or main 
lake. Then, too, it seems a physical
